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JEREMIAH BROWNELL OF NOVA SCOTIA

Most genealogists who have had occasion to consult 
Sabine's Loyalists have found that he made many errors, 
and perhaps they have wondered where he got his infor- 
mation. The most glaring error that this writer has 
found is his item about Jeremiah Brownell. 

Sabine said "Jeremiah Brownell went to St. John, New 
Brunswick, at the peace. He died in Westmoreland Coun- 
ty, New Brunswick, in 1835, aged 88." Only the year of 
death is correct. 

This story is used by Rev. J. H. Brownell in The 
Chignecto Isthmus, but the writer of the book, Howard 
Truman, notes, "My information was very positive that 
Jeremiah Brownell came to Nova Scotia in 1764, with 
Filmore and others, landing at Fort Lawrence." Mr. 
Truman was wrong in both the date and landing place. 

Jeremiah Brownell was born in Little Compton, R.I., 
21 April 1749, of Adam and Alice (Southward) Brownell, 
according to the vital records of Little Compton. Adam 
Brownell died in 1754 and the widow Alice took her 
children and moved to Connecticut. Her sons Aaron, Ed- 
ward and Ichabod served in the Revolution from that 
state and afterwards moved to Vermont. Daughters 
Elizabeth and Cynthia stayed in Connecticut and married 
there. The widow Alice, with her son Jeremiah and 
daughter Lucy, went to Nova Scotia. 

On 21 May 1761, 100,000 acres of land were granted 
to 134 persons. This township was to be known as Hor- 
ton, Kings County. Bounded on the north by the Habi- 
tant River and Minas Basin, and easterly by the Piza- 
quid River, now known as the Avon River. This land 
took in part of the Grand Pré, the land of Evangeline. 
Among the grantees were Samuel Copp, Sylvanus Miner, 
Charles Dixon, William Southward, and Else Browning. 

In some of the records the Brownells were called Brown- 
ing, possibly from the way they pronounced the name. 

In 1765 Charles Dixon sold his land "bounded on the 
east by the first division lot of Alice Brownell." In 
the same year Lebeus Harris sold his land "bounded on 
the west by land of Alice Brownell." In 1769 Abijah 
Pierron sold his lot in the "first tier of Grand Pré, 
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bounded on the east by the land of Alice Brownell." 
There can be no doubt but that the Else Browning who 
was granted the land was the widow Alice Brownell. 
There is no record of her ever selling this land, but 
in 1770 a list of persons, Else Browning among them, 
were given 40 days to show what proportion of their 
land was occupied or improved. Her land was probably 
escheated. 

Lucy Brownell married at Horton, 16 March 1769, Syl- 
vanus Miner, Jun. He died 9 May 1794, leaving one son 
and four daughters. Lucy (Brownell) Miner married sec- 
ond, at Horton 22 Sept. 1796, Edward Phelps. In some 
accounts of the Miner family it is said that Lucy 
(Brownell) Miner married Ebenezer Vose Bent, but the 
marriage of Lucy Miner and Edward Phelps is recorded at 
Horton, and in the settlement of the estate of Sylvanus 
Miner, Jun., in 1800, Edward Phelps was given one third 
of the land as the widow's dower. The marriage record 
of Ebenezer Vose Bent, at Fort Lawrence 23 Oct. 1797, 
plainly states that his Lucy Miner was the daughter of 
Sylvanus and Lucy Miner. 

Just what became of the widow Alice Brownell is un- 
known, but in the 1770 census of Horton, Miner 
Jun. (probably Sylvanus) is shown with two women, so 
probably Alice lived with the Miners. 

Of Jeremiah Brownell no record is found until 1l 
Jan. 1768, when he was granted 500 acres in Cumberland, 
Nova Scotia, now in New Brunswick. As Jeremiah was but 
19 years of age at this time, inquiry was made at the 
Land Office if a minor could be granted land. The 
answer was no. He must have looked older than his age 
or else he lied about it as he obtained the land. One 
proof of his being the son of Adam and Alice Brownell 
is his gravestone in the old Presbyterian Cemetery at 
Jolicure, which states "Born 21] April 1749, died 1l 
April 1835." 

Jeremiah Brownell married Anna Copp, born 0 July 
1749, died 17 Nov. 1829, daughter of John and Isabel 
(Dixon) Copp. There is no record of this marriage, but 
it must have occurred before 1769, when he received his 
land. The 1770 census of Cumberland shows his house- 
hold to consist of 1 man, 1 woman, 1 boy, and 1 girl 
born this year. 

Jeremiah and Anna Brownell had 9 children, 82 grand- 
children, and 324 great-grandchildren that are known. 
These people spread all over Canada and the United 
States, from a fisherman in New Brunswick to a sheriff 
in Nebraska. Through Alice Southward, they all have a 
Mayflower line. 

Unfortunately Samuel Copp Worthen in his "Descend- 
ants of John Copp" (N.Y. Gen. & Biog. Record, Jan.1937] 
states that Anna Copp married Jeremiah Brownell, son of 
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Jeremiah and Ruth (Irish) Brownell. This was indirect- 
ly the fault of this writer. This Jeremiah Brownell 
was born in Little Compton and lived in Newport and 
Providence, and was a cordwainer by occupation. Just 
when he went to Nova Scotia is unknown, but he appears 
in Sackville, Nova Scotia, in the 1770 census. In 1787 
Jeremiah Brownell of Sackville, cordwainer, sold land 
in Sackville. In 1793 Jeremiah Brownell of Dorchester, 
cordwainer, and Keziah, his wife, sold 476 acres of 
land in Sackville. Nothing further is to be found out 
about this man in the records, but his wife, Keziah, 
died 3 April 1818, aged 96, according to her gravestone 
in the Old Dorchester Cemetery. 


THE DATE OF THE STATEN ISLAND CENSUS

IN New York Colonial Manuscripts 42:60 is preserved 
a manuscript census attributed to New Rochelle and 
Westchester but really that of Staten Island. It con- 
sists of four columns containing, respectively, the 
names of 259 men, 239 women, 239 boys and 181 girls, 
and there is an appendix with the names of 81 negro 
men, 35 negro women, 14 negro boys, and l2 negro girls. 
The enumerator compiled each column in the same order, 
with the result that, though the names on a given line 
are often not those of the same family, it is quite 
easy to gather families together. 

This census was printed by Dr. John E. Stillwell in 
his Historical and Genealogical Miscellany (New York 
1903), 1:150-156, with the tentative date of 1706. As 
the ages of men in the first column, that is, of all 
the males sixteen or older, are given, it is important 
to determine the year of the census. I now wish to 
present some additional evidence on this question. 

Baptismal dates for some of the men are available, 
as follows:

From the Port Richmond Dutch church baptisms, we get 
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some significant items. Margrietje Morgan was baptized 
23 Oct. 1703 or 1705 and is not inthe census. Abraham 
Prall was baptized in 1705 and is shown as youngest 
child of his parents in the census. Blandena Van Pelt 
was baptized 23 April 1706 or 1707 and appears in the 
census. Gertruyt Van Tuil was baptized 2 Oct. 1705 and 
is not in the census. Nelthe Krose, daughter of Dirck 
and Elizabeth, was baptized on 13 March 16092 and thus 
would have become sixteen in 1708. She is listed in 
the woman's column, between her mother and her aunt 
Cornelia, wife of her uncle. This argues for a date of 
1708 or 1709, not 1706. It is, of course, possible 
that children baptized at an earlier date died soon, 
and so were omitted from the census. 

Finally, a study of the dates of estates in the New 
York Wills for this period shows that Yellis Ingart is 
the latest testator who does not appear in the census. 
His will was dated 2 Jan. 1706/7 and probated 11 March 
1707/8, so that the census would seem to have been ta- 
ken after the latter date, but before the deaths of 
John Cashire and Andrew Cannon, both of whom appear. 
Cashire's will was dated 26 Dec. 1709, probated 2y J 
1709/10, Cannon's dated 12 Mar. 1710 [1710/11], prob 
ed 27 Mar. 1711. The evidence here would point to 
either 1708 or 1709. It would seem wise to date the 
census, still tentatively, but about two years later 
then Stillwell's date. 

He was not sure that the first page of the census 
belonged to Staten Island, like the others. On this 
page, however, are listed the wife of Peter Le Counte 
and their three sons, all mentioned in Peter's will 
dated 11 Oct. 1702, probated 10 April 1704, and the 
will calls him of Staten Island. Though it is possible 
that, following Peter's death, his family could have 
removed to New Rochelle or Westchester, this would seem 
unlikely.

The Salem Vital Records to 1850, 1:263, gives the 
following under Downing: "John, s. Ema(nue)ll, bp. 1: 
lm: 1640, c.r.1" the reference indicating that this 
record was taken from the First Church in Salem. John 
Downing was a son of Emanuel Downing by his second 
wife, Lucy Winthrop, who had been married at Groton, 
Suffolk, England, 10 April 1622, Lucy being daughter of 
Adam and Anne (Browne) Winthrop and sister of John Win- 
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throp, the first resident Governor of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. For an account of the Downing family, see 

Jacobus and Waterman, Hale, House and Related Families 

(1952), pp. 514-521. 

The Ipswich Vital Records to 1850, 2:14, contain 
the following: "Downeing (see also Downing) John and 
Mehitabell Brabrooke [married] 2: 9m: 1669, ct. 2" 
{Court Record, Essex County]. Savage, Genealogical 
Dictionary, 1:227, says, “Richard Brabrook (Braybrooke), 
Ipswich, was b., it is said, in 1613. By wife Joanna, 
who was his widow living 1681, had Mehitable, who m. 2 
Nov. .669, John Downing." 

Tne Essex Antiquarian, 11:141, gives this: Richard 
Brabrook of Jabeaque in Ipswich, b. 1613, yeoman, 16y44- 
1679 of Wenham, w. (1653-16069) Joanna, his will dated 
17 July 1680, proved 23 Nov. 1681, his wid. m. (2) 
Thomas Penny of Gloucester 17 May 1682. Mr. Brabrook's 
dau. Mehitable ae. 16-17 in 1668, m. John Downing of 
Ipswich, planter, 2: Jmo: 1669, and to the latter's 
children Mr. Brabrook's estate was given." 

The Ipswich Quarterly Court, in May 1682, took the 
following action: "Administration granted to John 
Downeing of the estate of Richard Brabrooke and the 
agreement made between John Downeing and his mother-in- 
law, Joane Brabrooke, which was acknowledged by them 
both in court last March, was confirmed. John Beare 
was to enjoy that land at Wenham and to have three a- 
cres of marsh about the "hommok" of rocks, said Beare 
paying the debt contracted by Tho. Patch to Marchant 
Wainwright for said Brabrook's use." [Records and Files 
of the Quarterly Courts of Essex County, Mass., 58:301.] 
~ Jn connection with a review of an action brought by 
John Burnam, Jr., against John Downing in Nov. 1682, 
the copy of a deed dated 20 Oct. 1669 is found in the 
files, the deed being given by Richard Brabrooke of 
Ipswich, yeoman (his mark), in consideration of a mar- 
riage intended between John Downing of Ipswich and his 
daughter Mehittabell Brabrooke, to said John and Me- 
hittabell, one-half of the farm "I now live in" on the 
south side of the Jubque river in Ipswich, together 
with use of part of the house, barn and other buildings 
provided that during the life of said Richard and his 
wife Joane they carry on the farm; and if they pay £100 
before the death of said Richard and Joane they were to 
possess the whole farm. [Ibid., 83:406.] 

John Downing of Massachusetts and the Island of Ne- 
vis died, according to Augustus Peck Clarke, Clarke's 
Kindred Genealogies (1896), p. 152, in Boston, Mass., 
29 April 16094. He certainly died after 7 Feb. 1690/1, 
the date he made his will, and before 19 July 1694, 
the date it was proved at the Suffolk Probate Court. 
The will and inventory are in Suffolk Probate, #2161, 
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and 13:4601, 533. 

"In the name of God Amen the seventh day of February 
Anno Domi. one thousand six hundred and ninety-9l..... 
I John Downing of the Island of Nevis in the West In- 
dies, at present sojourning at Boston in New England 
being in good bodily health and of sound mind and mem- 
ory, praised be Almighty God for the same, 

"Knowing the uncertainty of this present life and 
being desirous to settle that outward Estate the Lord 
hath lent me, Do therefore make and ordaine this my 
last Willi and Testament in manner following. That is 
to say. First and principally I commend my Soul into 
ye hands of God my Creator hopeing to receive full par- 
don and remission of all my sins, and salvation through 
the alone merits of Jesus Christ my Redeemer, and my 
body to the Earth to be buried in decent mann? accord- 
ing to the discretion of my Executors or one of them 
herein named. And touching such worldly Estate the 
Lord hath lent me. My will and meaning is, the same 
shall be imployed and bestowed as hereafter in and by 
this my Will is exprest. 

Imprimis I hereby revoke, renounce and make void all 
Wills and Testaments by me heretofore made, and declare 
and appoint this to be my last Will and Testament, Item 
I Will, that all the Debts that I justly owe to any 
manner of person or persons whatsoever, shall be well 
and truely paid, or ordained to be paid in convenient 
time next after my decease, by my Executors, or one of 
them hereafter named. Item after my Debts and Funerai 
Expences are paid and satisfied, I do hereby give, 
devise, and bequeath all that my Messuage or Tenement, 
with all the Land thereunto belonging, scituate in 
Nevis afores? (wherein my son Charles Downing deced. 
formerly inhabited) unto any Child by the said Charles 
in his lifetime by him begotten, on the body of Susanna 
his late wife, and borne to be born of her, and to the 
heirs and assignes forever of sd. Child, if it live to 
attaine the age of Twenty-one yeares. Item I do give, 
devise and bequeath my other houseing, Messuage or Ten- 
ement with all the Lands, yeads, Garden, profits, priv- 
iledges and appurtenances thereto belonging scituate, 
lying and being in Nevis aforesd. now or Jate in my own 
improvement, Together with all Household Goods, move- 
ables, Debts and other Estate whatsoever either real or 
personal unto my two sons viz. John Downing of Nevis, 
and Nathaniel Downing residing now in Boston abovesd. 
and to their heires, and assignes for ever in equal 
halves. Item My Will is that my Son Nathaniel shall 
have the Charges of his Education in bringing him up to 
be a Scholar, discharged out of my Estate, before Div- 
ision thereof be made, and until division thereof be 
made its my Will that my Son John do live thereupon, 
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and husband the same to as little wast as may be. Item 
it is my Will that when my son Nathaniel attaines the 
age of Twenty-one yeares—or be married, which of them 
first happens an equal Division of my sd. Estate shall 
be mace between my Son John & Nathaniel. Item if it 
shovid so happen that all my Children dye without is- 
sus, leaving all or any part of my aforesd. Estate un- 
disposed of by them, Then in such Case I do hereby give, 
devise, and bequeath the same as followeth Viz. One 
Third part thereof to ye Children of the Heverend Mr. 
Samuel Wiliard Teacher of a Congregation appertaining 
or belonging to the third (or South) Meeting house (so 
called) in Boston abovesd. one third part more thereof 
to the Children of my Kinsman Elizur Holyoke of Boston 
aforesd. Mercht. and to ye heires and assignes for ever 
of the aforementioned Children, and the remaining third 
part thereof, to the poor of the aforesaid South Church. 
Item I do hereby constitute and appoint my Sons the sd. 
John and Nathaniel to be the Executors of this my last 
Will and Testament, and do desire and entreat my good 
Friends Deacon Jacob Eliott and the sd Elizur Holyoke 
of Boston aforesd. and Solomon Israel and Francis Teepe 
of Nevis, to be the Overseers thereof, requesting them 
to assist my Executors in the due performance of this 
my sd. Will, unto whome I give Forty Shillings apiece, 
as a Token of my love. Item my Will is, That if the 
within mentioned Susanna be not left with Child by my 
deced. Son, Then my first mentioned Messuage or Tene- 
ment shall be equally divided, amongst my other two 
sons, and their Heires according as is herein before 
declared. In Witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and Seal the day and yeare first within written— 
John Downing and a Seal. 

"Signed, Sealed, published and declared by the sd. John 
Downing as his last Will and Testament in presence of 
us William Crow; Wm. Gilbert Junr. Edward Oakes. 
Eliezer Moody Scr. Examd. Pr. Is®: Addington Esq*." 
Proved at Boston, Massachusetts, July 19th, 1094. 

Children of John Downing, the first, second and 
fourth proved by his will:

It is proved that Nathaniel Downing was the son of 
John Downing of Nevis and Boston. The only question 
is, was that John identical with the John Downing son 
of Emanuel who was baptized at Salem in 16040? Mr. A. 
P. Clarke in Clarke's Kindred Genealogies, 1896, after 
raising the question (pp. 143, 150), decided in favor 
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of the identification, and quoted Henry White, Esq., of 
New Haven [a very capable amateur of his day] to the 
effect that "there is strong presumptive evidence that 
he [John of Nevis and Boston) was a son of Emanuel 
Downing." J.J. Muskett in Suffolk Manorial Families 
(1900) in his chart on page 99 lists among the children 
of Emanuel and Lucy (Winthrop) Downing, John bapt. at 
Salem 1 Mar. 1640; "stated to have been at Nevis and to 
have d. at Boston 1094, leaving a son Nathaniel; of this 
no proof." Jacobus and Waterman in Hale, House and Re- 
lated Families (1952), p. 518, identify John of Nevis 
and Boston with the son of Emanuel. 

First let us consicer anything which may militate 
against the identification. Charles and John, the el- 
der sons of John of Boston, seem to have been left in 
Nevis when he came to Boston in or before 1689; if sons 
of the 1669 marriage of Emanuel's son John to Mehitable 
Brabrook, Charles could not have been born before 1670, 
while the younger John's birth is recorded in 1675. 
This would make Charles marry and die by the age of 
twenty; and the Nevis John's son John appears to have 
presented the father's inventory in Jan. 1694/5, when 
the John born 16075 was still under twenty. Finally, a 
son of John and Mehitable was recorded in the Chebaco 
churen records at Ipswich, whereas Nathaniel, who by 
his stated age must have been more than a year older, 
went unbaptized until John of Nevis came to Boston 
about 1689. 

These objections are not insuperable, but it seems 
fair to state them. On the other hand, the John from 
Nevis willed a third of his estate (if his children 
should die without issue) to the poor of the South 
Church in Boston. ils it likely that a man recently 
from Nevis, if he had never lived in New England earli- 
er, would have done that? He also calls Elizur Holyoke 
his kinsman, and calls Elizur Holyoke and Deacon Jacob 
Eliot his friends. We do not know of any connection 
between the Holyoke family and any Downing family, but 
Elizur Holyoke's wife was Mary, daughter of Deacon Ja- 
cob Eliot, and Mr. Jacobus suggests that perhaps the 
wives of John Downing and Elizur Holyoke were cousins 
in some degree, as we do not know who Joanna, the moth- 
er of Mehitable (Brabrook) Downing was. At any rate, 
it seems unlikely that a merchant from Nevis, without 
previous New England connection, would have had kins- 
folk and close friends in Boston. 

While not positively proved, we favor the identifi- 
cation. We have not been able to find records in 
Nevis. If any of our readers can add to the evidence 
here stated, we shall welcome it. 
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JOHN+ TURNER OF SCITUATE, MASS., HIS WIVES AND CHILDREN

John+t Turner, son of Benjamin and Elizabeth (Hawkins) 
Turner of scituate, was born there 1 January 1692/3. 
He married first, at Duxbury 5 Aug. 1714, Mercy+ Bart- 
lett, daughter of Benjamin and Ruth (Pabodie) Bartlett, 
born about 1694 and died 6 Oct. 1757 at 63. He and his 
wife Mercy, together with most of their children, are 
buried in the family lot at the old Second Church Cem- 
etery in Norwell, Mass. They had at least five chil- 
dren known to belong to them and probably two more:

They are buried in the old Second Church Cemetery at 
Norwell, together with several of their children, in 
the same lot with John and Mercy Turner.

There are stones without dates for both alongside the 
other children of John and Mercy Turner in the old 
Second Church Cemetery at Norwell. The placement of 
stones there suggests they belong to them. 


Grace? Turner above, baptized at Scituate 9 Oct. 
1715, married first, at Scituate, 25 Mar. 1734, Ichabod 
Soul, son of Moses and Mercy (Southworth) Soul. Icha- 
bod died before 6 Mar. 1742/3 leaving his widow and two 
daughters, Abigail and Sylla, who were baptized there 
on that date as "children of Ichabod Soul deceased and 
his widow." Sylla apparently died young, for there is 
a guardianship for her sister Abigail only, dated 28 
Jan. 1748 [Plym. Prob. 11:130], wherein "John Turner, 
blacksmith, Scituate," is appointed guardian, being 
three days after administration was granted on the es- 
tate of her grandfather, Moses Soule (ibid. 11:125]). 
In the division of Moses Soule's estate, “dated 23 Aug. 
1749s one-tenth is set off to ,abigal Soule, daughter 

& only Chilld of Ichabod Sowle" and is 19 acres of up- 
land "being part of ye 17th Lot in ye first Diviseon 


i 
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of ye Commons of Duxboraugh" [Plym. Prob. 11:506]. Abi- 
gail Sole married in Scituate, 28 June 1756, Elijah 
Curtis, and on 12 Apr. 1762 they deeded the 19 acres 
set off to Abigail "as her share in her late grandfa- 
ther's estate, Mr. Moses Soule" [Plym. Co. Deeds, 47: 
202). There is no record of Abigail's death, but we 
know from the children listed in Elijah Curtis's will 
probated 8 Apr. 1794 [Plym. Prob. 35:24) that he mar- 
ried second, at Scituate 5 Jan. 1769, Zipporah Randail, 
so her death occurred some time before then. 

At the time her father made his will in 1775, Grace 
was the wife of John+ Jones. When and where she mar- 
ried him does not appear in any of the public records 
of the vicinity. John+ Jones was the son of John} and 
Elinor (Winslow) Jones of Marshfield, born there 20 
July 1/701; died between 3 April 1775 when he made his 
will and 15 July 1775 when it was probated [Plym. Prob. 
24u:9-11). From it we learn that he left a wife Grace 
and two daughters, Jemima Thomas and Ruth Baker, and 
that Asa Thomas and John Baker were named executors. 
John4 Jones married first, at Scituate 20 July 1726, 
Jemima Perry, daughter of William and Elizabeth (Lob- 
dell) Perry, by whom he had one daughter who lived, 
namely, Jemima. The child Jemima is mentioned in her 
grandmother Perry's will 13 May 1735 [Plym. Prob. 9: 
213). She married Asa Thomas at Marshfield, 18 Dec. 
1755 (Tn. Rec. 2:146). Jemima (Perry) Jones died be- 
fore March 1733 when John Jones made oath in court that 
she, "since deceased," had signed with him a deed dated 
24 July 1728 and that the deed was whole and complete 
when they gave it to Nathaniel Church, Jr. [Plym. Co. 
Deeds, 28:176). This is the only recorded deed by John 
Jones which mentions a wife. 

The birth of the daughter Ruth Jones who married 
John Baker is not in the public records and her mother 
is, at present, unknown. Neither has her marriage rec- 
ord been found. According to her death record in Pem- 
broke 15 Mar. 1783, she was 45, making her birth date 
about 1738, too late by five years to have been a child 
by his first wife. John Baker was born in Marshfield 
14 Oct. 1743, son of John and Ruth (Barker) Baker. 

That Ruth was not the child of Grace (Turner) Soul and 
John Jones seems probable, since her two daughters by 
Ichabod Soul were baptized 6 March 1742/3 as "children 
of Ichabod Soul dec'd and widow." The Genealogy of 
Jones, Hathaway, Richards, Gooding, compiled by Melvin 
E. Jones (1934) states on page 7 that John+ Jones "m. 
2d. Grace Cushing of Scituate who d. before June 10, 
1786," but without further explanation or reference for 
the statement. It is quite possible that both John 
Jones and Grace (Turner) Soul made second marriages and 
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that their marriage was the third for each. An examin- 
ation was made of the Cushing families but no wife 
irsce appeared in the vital records. A search of all 
Cushing probates between 1740 and 1775 failed to pro- 
duce a wife Grace. Deeds likewise were unproductive. 

Grace (Turner)(Soul) Jones died before 10 June 1786 
when administration on her estate was given to Elijah 
Curtis. There was only personal estate and in the ac- 
count after the debts were paid, the remainder was 
charged to the administrator. Elijah Curtis was the 
husband of her daughter Abigail Soul, probably the only 
living child she had, and their children were her only 
heirs [Plym. Prob. 27:226]. 


At the age of 76, John+ Turner married second, at 
Scituate 15 Mar. 17609, Mary Vinal, by whom he had four 
daughters, noted below, the last one born in 17/6. Pre- 
sumably Mary Vinal was at least sixteen when she mar- 
ried and was therefore born not later than 1753. In 
1776 when her last child was born, it may be assumed 
that she was not more than forty-five and therefore was 
born not earlier than 17/31. Because of the advanced 
age of John* Turner, the most natural assumption was 
that Mary Vinal was a widow. Hence all Vinal wives 
named Mary were listed first and searched. [There were 
seven such in Scituate Vital Records, and all were 
readily eliminated for reasons of age, by death records 
or by the births of children. 

The Scituate Vital Records list twelve Mary (or Mol- 
ly) Vinals born or baptized there. Eliminating those 
births outside the years 1731 to 1753, and including 
two baptisms which were outside possibilities, five 
Marys remained. The Vital Records listed seven mar- 
riages, of which four could be discarded as being ei- 
ther too early (based on a birth date of 1731 and mar- 
riage by 1747) or too late (after 17609). Thus, with 
five daughters named Mary, and three marriages, to work 
with, the probates of the fathers were looked up. Of 
the five fathers, one had no probate; one was an admin- 
istration, estate insolvent, with no clue as to the 
heirs; and two left wills which eliminated two of the 
Marys. There were now three Marys and three marriages. 

The remaining probate was the administration on the 
estate of John Vinal, Jr., granted 10 Oct. 1745 to his 
widow Mary [Plym. Prob. 11:41]. The marriage intention 
of John Vinal Jr. and Mary Stutson is recorded at Scit- 
uate on 29 Jan. 17360 and the births of five children: 
John, Mary (b. 20 Dec. 1739), Ezekiel, Elizabeth, and 
Ruth: are also registered there. On 2 Aug. 1/705 there 
was a division of the estate (at which time the young- 
est chila, a daughter, had become 18), with the dower 
set off to "Mary Vinal alias Woodward, widow of John 
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Vinal Jr." and the remainder divided among the children, 
Mary Vinal, Ezekiel Vinal, Elizabet Bates, and Ruth 
Vinal [Plym. Prob. 19:316). ‘iis settlement thus proves 
two things: that Mary Vinal, the daughter, was unmar- 
ried in 1/05; and that her mother had married a second 
time (at Scituate, 15 Feb. 1749) James Woodworth; which 
two facts eliminated all but the John Turner marriage 
recora in relation to this Mary Vinal. There were 
still two other Marys, however, who could also qualify, 
and only one other marriage. 

Mary Vinal's portion of her father's estute was four 
acres forty-one rods of pasture at the southeast end of 
the homestead, bounded by Charles Turner, the highway 
to Stockbridge's, James Turner's, etc.; two acres of 
salt meadow; and part of the 46th lot, Scituate com- 
mons. These were the clues upon which depended her 
identity. A search of Mary Vinal deeds produced noth- 
ing except a deed which eliminated one of the other 
Varys who was still a spinster in 1789. John Turner 
deeds produced nothing so far as her land was concern- 
ed. Mary Turner deeds were unproductive. Next, a 
study was made of possible remarriages for Mary (Vinal) 
Iurner. There were only two likely prospects in the 
Scituate records, one of which was that of Mary Turner 
to Amos Shaw of Abington on 9 April 1789. 

John Turner's estate provided the next clue, for 
uardianship of the two younger daughters was given to 
Amos Shaw on 3 March 1794 [Plym. Prob. 26:293}. In the 
division of the estate among the four daughters by his 

second wife, daughter Lucy Tilden's portion of the 
schoolhouse is subject to certain rights reserved to 
"Captain Amos Shaw the present occupant |ibid., 35:ly2]}. 
The widow is mentioned but not by name. A search of 
Amos Shaw deeds provided the evidence which proved that 
Mary Vinal was indeed the daughter of John and Mary 
(Stetson) Vinal. On 20 Dec. 1/91, Amos Shaw of Scitu- 
ate, gentleman, and Mary his wife, "in her right," and 
Ruth Jenkins of Scituate, widow, for £22 10s. paid by 
William Studley, cordwainer, conveyed to him about ten 
acres of land in Scituate and they warranted title to- 
gether with "Mary Lambert of Bristol in the county of 
Lincoln being seized with the right of improving the 
abovesaid premises as my dower in the estate of my 
first husband, John Vinal Jr., late of said Scituate 
dec'd" [Plym. Co. Deeds, 75:253]. This deed also shows 
a third marriage for the widow of John Vinal Jr. On 1] 
March 1795, Amos Shaw, deputy sheriff, of Scituate, and 
wife Mary, “in her right," for £7 paid by David Chub- 
buck, yeoman, of Scituate, conveyed two acres and 20 
rods of pine wood [ibid., 80:108], and on the same day 
for £7 paid by Joseph Northey of Scituate, yeoman, they 
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conveyed two acres and 20 rods of pine wood bounded by 
Charles Turner's homestead farm, the highway, and land 
of heirs of James Briggs 3d. The parcels thus conveyed 
were parts of the lands set off to her in her father's 
estate. 

John4 Turner died at Scituate 20 March 1778 in his 
86th year. His will dated 27 Jan. 1775 gave his wife 
Mary the use and improvement of his real estate until 
his "three youngest daughters Mary, Lucy and Ruth ar- 
rive at 18 years of age," and the improvement of 1/3 
part of the real estate as long as she remained a widow. 
His daughter "Grace Jones, wife of John Jones," re- 
ceived £5 with the proviso that if she should survive 
her said husband, at his decease she should receive 
£48 Os. 8d. His "daughter Deborah Oakman, wife of Sam- 
uel," received £56. 13s. 4d., and his grandson Melzer 
Turner Oakman, £26. 13s. 4d. His three youngest daugh- 
ters were to receive all the real estate equally when 
the youngest arrived at 16. A codicil dated 13 Dec. 
1777 adds daughter Rachel and revises the portions of 
the other three so that all four daughters share equal- 
ly when the youngest reaches 15 (Plym. Prob. 25:76]. 

On 3 Mar. 1/94, guardianship of Ruth and Rachel Tur- 
ner, minors above 14, children and heirs of John Turner 
late of Scituate, was granted to Amos Shaw of Scituate, 
gentleman [Plym. Prob. 26:293]. 

On 25 June 1794, John Turner's estate was divided, 
pursuant to a warrant issued 12 May 1/794, and set off 
to “Lucy Tilden, wife of Thacher Tilden," part of the 
homestead farm consisting of upland and meadow contain- 
ing about 12 1/4 acres, including part of the so-called 
Wanton pasture, part of the dwelling, and reserving 
certain rights to Capt. Amos Shaw as above noted; 

Mary Turner, two pieces of homestead and a room in 
house; to Ruth Turner, residue of the Wanton 

woodland and marshland 

to Rachel Turner, residue of homestead and part of 
house. One quarter of the personal estate was set 
to the widow [sic} [Plym. Prob. 35:142]. 

John4+ and Mary (Vinal) Turner had four daughters 
corded at Scituate;

PUBLIC RECORDS OF WISCONSIN

Part A. State Archives 


The Archives of Wisconsin consist of state and local 
official records (not government documents in printed 
form) in manuscript, typescript or copy, under the con- 
trol of the State Archivist. His main function is to 
handle public (nor private) manuscripts. The break- 
point chronologically is 1907 when the Vital Statistics 
section of the State Code was changed. The file of the 
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Archivist is complete since 1907, as is the Vital Sta- 
tistics Vault (see Part B). Of the documents collected 
before 1907, between 92% and 94% have been discarded, 
the balance being considered vital. 


The available records may be divided into several 
groups: (1) census and probate records, (2) inherit- 
ance tax records, (3) income tax and tax rolls, (4) 
executive department records, (5) land records, (6 
some tax rolls, (7) crop reports, (8) military records. 
The Vital Statistics Vault contains records since 1907; 
records prior to that date are in local repositories, 
except that in 1935-1940 WPA indexed on cards many of 
these county records (3,000,000 cards, of which 
1,500,000 are before 1907), but indices have been 
up only on marriages (bride's name and groom’s nan 
and some births. It is estimated that it woulda 
years to arrange the WPA files, and as money and 
sonnel are not available, these cards are mostly 
"dead storage." Active records are: 

1. Census and Probate. The several state census 
enumerations are in Archives. Federal records through 
1880 are at the State Historical Society library. Ar- 
chives has also territorial census records for 1536, 
1838, 1842, 1847; then state records, 1855, 1865, etc. 
These latter are not as useful as the federal census 
since 1850 because both territorial and state enumera- 
tions show name of head of household only, with male 
and female inhabitants summed. The Wisconsin 1905 cen- 
sus is like the federal census with all names and ages 
listed and is widely used in lieu of birth certificates 
where these are missing. The original broadsides are 
in the office of the Sec'y of State; microfilm is avail- 
able. The 1836 census is published in Proceedings of 
the State Historical Society. 

2. Inheritance Taxes. These files begin 1910 and 
are cross-checked with probate files. The names of 
deceased are filed alphabetically by county. Report: 
come in quarterly showing name of deceased, heirs, di 
tribution, tay collected. One must know year and 
ty to request data from these records.

- Executive Vepartment Records. These go back to 
15360 and show many local appointments by the governor.

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Part B. Vital Statistics Vault 


The vault, fireproof but crowded, is located in the 
State Capitol. It may contain the B-M-D records you 
seek, but that is uncertain before 1907 since records 
were not always reported. 

Record keeping started 1832 when the Wisconsin Ter- 
ritorial Government was established; the population was 
chiefly in the southern tier of counties. In 1825 the 
Great Lake route had brought settlers from the Erie 
Canal to the eastern part of the state, but lead mining 
by 1832 had given the south-west part a large popula- 
tion. In the census of 1850, about 16,000 are shown tc 
have come from New York, 10,000 from Pennsylvania, 
10,000 from Vermont, etc. Foreign immigrants tended tc 
settle together, so these are found in "knots." 

With statehood in 1848, the capitol was shortly 
moved to Madison and interest in keeping vital statis 
tics increased. Few provisions were made in territori 
al laws for this. In 1852 counties were directed t 
collect (by Registrar of Deeds) under the Sec'y of 
State the B-M-D records, forms being provided and pr« 
visions for indexing made; these were to be forwarded 
semi-annually to the capitol, but this was poorly car 
ried out. In 1869 the reporting was changed to an 
nual basis. Enforcement before 15852 was left with 
Clerk of Court in the county (circuit court), and 
1865 these records were supposed to have been turr 
over in each county to the nNegistrar of Deeds Birth 
and death records of that period are spotty, it when 
they were properly filled out, they have much 
Marriages were better kept; these are also 
formation if properly recorded. Because the 
was not mandatory, the records are not complete 
riage records go back to 1823 in Brown County an 
in Iowa County. Others have marriages starting 
1840's. Births before 1870 are very incomplete, 
deaths before 1896 are the poorest of all. 

The 1876 law set up a 7-man board of Vital Statis- 
tics & Health, and the secretary of the board was Sec- 
retary of Vital Statistics & Health and was directed t 
publish an annual report. In 1905 this was changed to 
a biennial report. Transmittal of records was changed 
from quarterly to annually as regards forwarding from 
Registrar of Deeds. After the 1904 fire which consumed 
the capitol destroyed some of these records, a fire- 
proof vault was installed in the new capitol (still 
standing). Records missing after that fire are: Vol. 6 
Outagamie County (1898-1900); Chippewa County Deaths 
(before 1907). The originals, however, are still on 
file in the respective county court houses. 
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The law of 17 Oct. 1907 was much more detailed. The 
state before then got copies only (some have been found 
to be incorrect); thereafter, the state got the origin- 
al record, each on a small-sized form, now filed in the 
vault. They are bound in small loose-leaf books. The 
copy is kept in the county court-house. The exception 
is Milwaukee County which until 1944 filed the copy 
with the state, kept the original. The 1907 law having 
created the Bureau of Vital Statistics under the State 
Board of Health, gave them responsibility over B-M-D 
records, accident records, etc. With a penalty for vi- 
Olation, uniform enforcement followed. 

Primary registration districts included towns, cit- 
ies, and incorporated villages. There is now a local 
registrar in each. He makes two copies of each B-M-D 
record, filing the first (original) with Bureau of Vi- 
tal Statistics, the second with Registrar of Deeds, and 
keeping the third locally. In 1940 "confidential infor 
mation" was added at the bottom of the birth record, 
which is not furnished on copies. In 1937 Wisconsin 
was surpassed only by New York, Maryland and Michigan 
in the completeness of the records it was collecting. 
In 1942 it stood sixth (99.6%); in that year Connecti- 
cut had 100%, Minnesota and Rhode Island, 99.9%, and 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire, 99.7%. Wisconsin now 
faces lack of storage space and has a limited staff to 
handle the heavy volume of mail. 

Divorce records were recorded and filed beginning 1 
Oct. 1907. Earlier adoptions, divorces, etc., are 
available in the State Legislative Library (in the 
capitol). Before 1907, B-M-D are indexed by county 
only (26 counties in 1850, 71 in 1907). 

The WPA index (mentioned above) was originally in- 
tended to cover B-M-D, but covers only Births. It is 
helpful to know the parents' names since frequently the 
name of the child is not given. Since 1907, the in- 
dices are statewide for Births, Marriages, Deaths, 
Divorces. An uncertified copy (1957) costs 50 cents, 

a certified copy, $1.00. Searching cannot be done on 
any large scale; it costs $2.00 per hour with the 50- 
cent photocopy charge included. 

"Legal change of name" records are also found in the 
state vault. Recent court actions also are filed in 
the court where held, though earlier court actions are 
to be found recorded in the registrar of deeds' files 
in the county court-houses. 


HOLDEN RHODES (1797-1857) 
A VERMONTER WHO BECAME A SOUT'HERNER

An article which appeared in the Richmond, Va., News 
Leader of 27 June 1959, recording the closing asa ~~ 
branch library of the Old Stone House in Forest Hill 
Park, built about 125 years ago by Holden Rhodes, makes 
timely a genealogical study of Holden Rhodes' background. 

The mansion, called a city landmark, was on the es- 
tate first known as "Dunston" and later as Boscobel 
(Beautiful Forest), and was erected by Holden Rhodes 
with stone quarried on the place. 

Contrary to what might be expected, Holden Rhodes 
was not descended from the numerous Rhodes families of 
the South, but was a native of Vermont whose ancestral 
roots were in Rhode Island. 

He was born in Middlebury, Vt., 15 Jan. 1797, the 
son of Anthony and Betsey (Armington) Khodes. Anthony 
was born in Warwick, R.I., 12 Nov. 1766, the son of 
William and Mary (Holden) Rhodes, and Betsey is assumed 
to be the daughter of John and Ruth (Kent) Armington, 
born in Rehoboth, Mass., 23 Sept. 1765. 

Anthony's removal from Rhode Island may have been in 
1793, for Swift's History of Middlebury, Vt., states 
that in that year he bought a lot in Middlebury and 
settled there as a merchant. He remained there until 
1801 when he closed his business, presumably removing 
to St. Albans, Vt., for it is there the next records of 
him are found. Later he settled in Philipsburg, Quebec, 
for his permanent home, died 4 May 1539, and is buried 
there. 

Anthony and Betsey had four children—Holden, John, 
Mary (Polly), and Elizabeth Rhodes. 

[The Middlebury College General Catalog states that 
Holden Rhodes received his A.B. degree there in 1615, 
and in 1817 was a tutor at the college. The date of 
his removal to Virginia is not given, but it is record- 
ed that he studied law with Samuel Taylor of Manchester, 
Va., and later practiced there. One can only guess his 
reason for leaving Vermont for Virginia. 

Lewis D. Stillwell's interesting volume, Migration 
from Vermont, comments: "One of the most surprising 
movements of all is the appearance of Vermonters 
throughout the South," where before 1820 they were 
found in every state. The two chief factors in the mi 
gration, he concludes, were health and teaching. The 
climate of the South was sought by consumptives. Many. 
including graduates of Middlebury and Dartmouth, went 
to the South as teachers, often studying law or divin- 
ity and later entering those professions. Many of the 


- 
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two groups eventually returned to the North. 

Obviously Holden Rhodes was an exception. It is not 
unlikely that he went to Virginia as a young schoolmas- 
ter, since he had been tutoring in Middlebury College, 
and then grasped the chance of studying law in the of- 
fice of Samuel Taylor. 

The Middlebury Catalog says that Holden was attorney 
for the Commonwealth for the Circuit Court of Powhatan 
County, Va., for many years, and that he attained prom- 
inence at the bar of Virginia, particularly as a chan- 
cery lawyer. It concludes: “He died at 'Boscobel', his 
estate of two thousand acres, near Richmond, Va., March 
1857." 

Postmistress Mary Clarke of Manakin, Va., who has 
been most helpful in searching out information on Hol- 
den Rhodes, discovered references to him in Earl Lutz's 
An Old Virginia County—Chesterfield. In 1832 he was 
one of a group of incorporators for the Manchester Mfg. 
Company. The next year he was interested in raising 
money to pave the sidewalks and streets of Manchester. 
In 1836 he was among those securing a charter for the 
coal Working Company of Richmond and Manchester, and 
about the same time he became the first president of 
the Richmond and Petersburg Railroad Company. In dis- 
cussing the granite quarries along the James River, in 
Chesterfield, Mr. Lutz says: "Holden Rhodes had oper- 
ated a quarry in Forest Hill Park and the 'Old Stone 
House' was built of granite from the nearby pit." 

Holden Rhodes was twice married: first to Mrs. Eliza 
Anne (Cunliffe) Heth in 1833, and second to Susanna 
Randolph (Webster) Cunliffe on 20 Nov. 13849. The Rich- 
mond Enguirer of 10 May 1833 recorded the first marri- 
age: "On the second inst. in Manchester at her mother's 
(Mrs. Cunliffe) by the Rev. W. F. Lee, Holden Rhodes, 
Esq., attorney at law, and Mrs. Eliza Anne Heth." Her 
death was announced 22 Feb. 1849 at her husband's home 
in Chesterfield. 

The will of Holden Rhodes, proved in Chesterfield 13 
April 1857, directed that his estate was to go to hi 
nephew and adopted son, Charles Holden Rhodes, with the 
stipulation that the heir should make provision for the 
widow. 

Postmistress Clarke writes that Judge Walter A. Wat- 
son in his diary, Notes on Southside Virginia, says on 
4 Feb. 1908,-"take shelter from the falling snow under 
the cedars where old Holden Rhodes is said to be buried 
[Forest Hill Park]." 


It can be assumed that Holden Rhodes' nephew and a- 
dopted son, Charles Holden Rhodes, was the son of his 
brother, John Rhodes, who is buried in Philipsburg, 
Quebec. The will of Charles Holden Rhodes, made 11 Jan. 
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1865 and presented for probate in Chesterfield County 
Court 17 Oct. 1867, left to his wife, Mary E.P. Rhodes, 
"my whole estate, real and personal, without any re- 
serve whatever, to be disposed of as she see fit, feel- 
ing assured she will never depart from the line which 
my wishes, so often expressed to her, have pointed out 
as her guide." Apparently neither Holden Rhodes nor 
his adopted son left issue.

THE FAMILY OF NATHANIEL* KIRTLAND 


By Frederick W. Wead, A.B., M.Arch., Boston, Mass. 


This surname is also found in the records as Kert- 
land, Kartland, Kyrtland, Curtland, Catlan, Catlin and 
Catlyn.. 

In 1633 Philip Kirtland, sr., and Philip Kirtland, 
jr., each received a grant of 10 acres of land in Lynn, 
Mass. Just when Philip, sr., died does not appear. He 
had sons John, Philip and Nathaniel, all of whom lived 
at some time in Lynn, and a daughter, Susanna, who mar- 
ried John Westall or Wastall with whom she lived in 
Wethersfield and Saybrook, Conn. 

John was in Lynn in 1661, but died before 1653 when 
his sister Susanna Westall in her will [Saybrook Land 
Records, 1:122}) left to his widow, Barbara, the use of 
her house. He apparently died without issue. 

Philip and Nathaniel joined the group of Lynn men 
who removed to Southampton, Long Island, in 1040. Phil- 
ip returned to Lynn by 1645 when he served on the jury 
of trials (Essex Quarterly Courts, 1:89]. He had a 
wife, Alice, who married secondly, contract dated 8 Nov. 
1659, Evan Thomas of Boston [Suffolk Reg. 3:446]. He 
apparently was lost at sea about 1657. Their daughter, 
Sarah, b. Lynn 27 Sept. 1646, married Lynn, 5 Oct.1664, 
John Davis. See will of Alice Thomas of Boston [Suf- 
folk Prob. 2401), 26 Jan. 1696/7, proved 21 Oct. 1697. 

Nathaniel returned to Lynn before 6 July 1647 when 
he was sworn freeman (Essex Quarterly Courts, 1:114}. 
He was buried at Lynn 2/ Dec. 1656 and his widow mar- 
ried Thomas Laiton or Laughton 31 Oct. 1087 and died in 
1694. On 18 Jan. 1681 [Essex Reg. 7:116], Nathaniel, 
sr., deeded to his son Nathaniel, jr., most of his land 
at his death with the proviso that the widow Parnell 
should have the use of part of the house and land. A 
comparison of the wills of Nathaniel and Parnell pro- 
vides an opportunity for speculation. 

Nathaniel in his will [Suffolk Prob. 1535] 17 Aug. 
1685, proved 31 Mar. 1687, gave 5S shillings each to 
sons Nathaniel and John and daughters Hannah and Mar- 
tha; £15 to daughter Elizabeth; £15 to daughter Mary; 
some land to son Philip; 5 shillings to grandchild Lee; 
10 shillings to grandchild Collins; a third of the es- 
tate for life or till marriage and the movables, cattle 
and two pieces of land to wife Parnell, whom he named 
executrix. 

Parnell ( )(Kirtland) Laiton in her will [Essex 
Prob. 16705] 16 Sept. 1694, proved 15 Dec. 1694, gave 
shillings each to son John and "two daughters at the 
southward," stating that they were well provided for; 
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the land from her husband Nathaniel Kirtland—except 
two acres to her friend Jeremiah Shepard—to her daugh- 
ter Bread and John her husband; 20 shillings to grand- 
daughter Susanna Collins; son-in-law John Bread execu- 


[It will be noticed that neither will mentions th 
laughter Ann, which would indicate that she had died 
before 16005. The omission of Philip from Parnell's is 
obvious, as he died in 1688 without issue. The deed of 
1681 (above) accounts for omission of Nathaniel, ir. 
The daughters at the "southward" were Hannah Pratt and 
Martha Blague. Susanna Collins was the daughter of 
Priscilla. 

Why did Parnell omit Elizabeth and grandchild Lee? 

The will of Philip’ Kirtland [Essex Prob. 15863] 4 
June 16088, proved 25 Nov. 16090, throws little light on 
the rest of the family. He left his clothing to "my 
brothers Nathaniel Kirtland and John Bread and my broth- 
er Samuel Bass" and the rest of his estate to his widow 
Ruth for life, then to be given to his relatives 
named). On 3 Feb. 1091/2 {Essex Reg. 51:190j, 
her husband Joshua Eaton deeded all her land 
and Mary Bread. 

It is possible ths E] 1, who was not 
when her father's will was written, married Francis 
Legaree, a well-to-do goldsmith of Braintree, and die 
soon afte the birth of a son, Daniel, in 1009.

John and Susanna (Kirtland) Westall lived in Weth- 
ersfield and Saybrook, Conn., and having lost an only 
daughter seem to have brought up several of Nathaniel 
Kirtland's children. There is an agreement [Saybrook 
Land Records, 1:17] 15 July 1672 between John Westall 
and Nathaniel Kirtland for the adoption of Nathaniel's 
son John, to whom the Westalls left their property. 
They also brought up the grandchild Sarah Lee. Hannah 
(Kirtland) Pratt, Martha (Kirtland) Blague, and Susanna 
(Collins) Lord were also with them for some period of 
time. 

From the fact that Nathaniel left his grandchild Lee 
a legacy and his widow did not, it seems possible that 
Nathaniel had an unknown first wife who was the mother 
of Sarah, the wife of Thomas Lee. It would have beer 
natural, Parnell expecting an addition to the family 
and not knowing what awaited them in Lynn, for Nathan- 
iel to have left the child by a previous wife with his 
sister. Also, for what it is worth, in two later deeds 
[Essex Reg. 2:73 and 7:116] dated 4 Nov. 1663 and 18 
June 1681, Parnell is called "now wife." 

Another question arises. Why did Nathaniel not men- 
tion the two Lee sons (John, b. 21 Sept. 1670, and 
Thomas, b. 10 Dec. 1672)—and did Thomas Lee provide 
for them and not Sarah? It could be tnat Sarah Kirt- 
land was Lee's second wife.

WILLS OF TWO BENJAMIN HAINES OF SOUTHAMPTON, NEW YORK 
By Maclean W, McLean, Pittsburgh, Pa. 


When this correspondent chanced upon the will of Su- 
sannah (Wood) Clark among the deeds recorded at River- 
head, N.Y. (see supra, 34:225-230, also 35:112-113), he 
had no idea that the effect of passing along such a 
"stray" for publication would be to involve him in an 
attempt to compile a genealogy of the Haines family of 
Salem, Mass., Southampton, N.Y., and New Jersey. But 
such is the case. 

At this point I may say that preliminary investiga- 
tions have tended to confirm the deductions made by Mr. 
Jacobus in his comments (ibid.), and because it is now 
clear that no one seems ever to have done any serious 
work (for publication) on this Haines family, the pres- 
ent writer now plans to compile such an article. But 
meanwhile, because the question of the factual contents 
of the wills of Benjamin Haines (1643-1687) and 
Benjamin Haines (c.10060-1714) would appear co be 
terest to many collaterally connected as wel 
those directly concerned with the Haines family, it is 
now possible to give abstracts of these two instruments, 
the locations of which have now been found:

The fact that both Benjamin Haines, Sr., and his son 
Benjamin named a daughter Hannah (even though this is, 
of course, a common name) would strengthen the sugges- 
tion that this was the given name of the daughter of 
Samuel and Susannah (Wood) Clark who married the elder 
Benjamin Haines. There seems to be nothing in either 
will which would be inconsistent with the tentative 
suggestions made by Mr. Jacobus in his comments (supra) 
and the present writer invites correspondence with any- 
one concerned with these early Southampton families.

HEREDITARY SCHOLARSHIPS 


By Noel C. Stevenson, F.A.S.G.

Hereditary rights in human affairs are extremely im- 
portant. in countries where heraldry and peerage are 
legally recognized, these hereditary rights are of more 
than academic interest. The right to bear a surname 
and to inherit at least personal effects are almost 
universally recognized. Eligibility to membership in 
many societies is based primarily on ancestry and, once 
membership is granted, it is considered by many people 
as a valuable right. Another hereditary benefit, which 
is not a "right" in a legal sense, is nevertheless, for 
practical purposes, just as valuable. This is the her- 
editary scholarship, eligibility to which is based on 
ancestry or relationship. 

The scope of this article will be to examine the 
origin and development of some of the several hundred 
scholarships, consider some of the qualifications for 
applicants, and discuss the proof of descent or rela- 
tionship which the administering authority requires of 
an applicant. 

When William Pennoyer of London made his last will 
and testament in 1670, he provided that income from 
certain lands he owned in Norfolk should be used for 
scholarships at "Cembridge College in New England." 

The beneficiaries, "so often as occasion shall present," 
were to be of the "line or posterity” of his brother 
Robert Pennoyer, probably the youth who came from Eng- 
land in 1635 on the Hopewell, and certainly an early 
settler in Stamford, Conn. This bequest appears to be 
the earliest of hereditary scholarships in the United 
States. Harvard College has administered the Pennoyer 
fund for almost 300 years, the provisions of the will 
are still applicable, and it is understood that several 
descendants of Robert Pennoyer have benefited. 

A scholarship instituted in 1687 by William Browne 
of Salem, Mass., and subsequently added to by his sons, 
is administered by Harvard. Today, descendants of Wil- 
liam Browne the 2nd are entitled to a preference. 

In 1696, the Hon. Samuel Sewall and his wife Hannah 
gave to Harvard College a farm of 500 acres at Peta- 
quamscot (Kingston, R.I.), the income to be applied 
"for and towards the support and education at the said 
College of such youths whose parents may not be of suf- 
ficient ability to maintain them there, especially such 
as shall be sent from Petaquamscot aforesaid, English 
or Indians, if any such there be." 

Ephraim Flynt created a hereditary scholarship in 
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1723 of one hundred pounds, "first to my children and 
posterity if they desire it." 

In 1730, Mary Saltonstall made a bequest to Harvard 
of one thousand pounds, "for the asistance of two per- 
sons who shall by the overseers, be esteemed of bright 
parts, and in good diligence (always a dissenter) to 
fit them for the service of the Church of Christ.... 
always provided that if any one related to me by con- 
sanguinity be such a one as is above described, he be 
proposed." 

Benjamin Wadsworth, president of Harvard 1725-1737, 
created a scholarship for the support of some poor 
scholar, "tho' to no dunce or rake," but provided that 
an applicant related to him was to be preferred. 

In 1852, former students of Phillips Exeter Academy 
established a scholarship at Harvard, in memory of Dr. 
Benjamin Abbot, first scholar of the class of 1788, in 
favor of any immediate descendant of “r. Abbot or his 
brothers. 

Nathaniel Appleton was the donor in 17/7e of thirty 
pounds for a scholarship, any of his posterity to be 
preferred as beneficiaries. 

The bequest of Samuel A. Borden of Warren, Mass., in 
1896, is broader than many. To qualify, the applicant 
must be related by consanguinity or need only bear the 
name of Borden or Anderson. 

In the case of the Bright Legacy instituted in 1880 
by Jonathan Brown Bright of Waltham, Mass., eligibility 
is limited to students of the name of Bright, lineally 
and legitimately descended from "my Anglo-Saxon ances- 
tor," Henry Bright, Jr., and his wife Anne Goldstone 
of Watertown, Mass., from 1630 to 1686. 

Charles Downer of Sharon, Vermont, provided a schol- 
arship for students who are descendants of the members 
of the Harvard class of 1889 in need of assistance, and 
for descendants of graduates of Harvard "of that old 
Anglo-Saxon stock which has gone forth from New England 
into all parts of the United States and....been the 
means of giving strength and stability and character to 
our government." 

A random sampling discloses these additional schol- 
arships, all at Harvard: 

Edwards Whitaker, students of Anglo-Saxon birth. 

Charles William Eliot, descendants in his direct 
line. 

Henry Flynt, established in 1760, "My relations by 
blood." 

Henry Gibbs, 1/22, to his posterity. 

Edward Holyoke, president of Harvard 1737-1769, 
eligibility is based on consanguinity. 

Mary Lindall, 1812, "related to me by blood." 
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William Whiting of Boston, any of his descendants, 
or descendants of Rev. Samuel Whiting, his first 
ancestor in America, who shall apply for such 
aid, "proving such descent." 

Benjamin Welles, Harvard class of 1800, “any de- 
serving undergraduate descendant needing finan- 
cial assistance." 

Edward Frederick Slater, descendants preferred, 
whether as lawful issue or by adoption, and also 
young white men who are Feoldents of Orangeburg, 
South Carolina. 

William Reed, b. in Newburyport, Mass., March 27, 
1818, died at Fall River, Mass., Nov. 7, 1894, 
limited to descendants. 

Rev. George Morey of Walpole, Mass., descendants. 

John Coolidge of Watertown, Mass., descendants. 

David Ellis and Beulah Newell, formerly of Dedham, 
Mass., and John Ellis and Hannah Ellis of Wal- 
pole, Mass., descendants. 

The Baxendale scholarship, created in 1928, prefers 
(1) descendants of Alan Bedford Hudson, (2) students of 
the name of Baxendale or Hudson. A third preference is 
based on residence. 

The Frank Knox Memorial provides for scholarships to 
American and English students. This is one of the 
largest funds, as in 1957 Harvard held in excess of one 
and one-half million dollars. Judging from the wording 
of the conditions, eligibility is based on nationality 
rather than on ancestry. 

A sampling of other scholarships of more recent or- 
igin includes the following: 

The Slemp Foundation, Big Stone Gap, Virginia: eli- 
gibility limited to residents of, or descendants of 
residents of, either Lee or Wise counties, Virginia. 

Fifth Marine Division Association: children of vet- 
erans who were disabled in service. 

Swedish National Federation: applicants must be of 
Scandinavian descent. 

The Oakland Scottish Rite Scaife Scholarship Founda- 
tion: both parents of the applicant must be American 
born. 

The Kosciusko Foundation Scholarships: there are six 
scholarships, either available to "all young Americans" 
or to "young Americans of Polish extraction." 

Insofar as proof of ancestry is concernsd, the re- 
quirements vary greatly. Generally the applicants are 
not required to furnish much proof of their ancestry. 
Only one organization (Harvard) indicated that the ser- 
vices of a genealogist were ever required. In cases 
where the scholarship in for the benefit of persons of 
"American" or "Angle-Saxon" stock, or other national 
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origin, it appears that if the surname and probably the 
surnames of the applicant's parents are within the 
range of what is considered "American" or "Anglo-Saxon" 
that is about all the proof that is needed. Revelatory 
of what is sometimes required is the degree of proof 
required of one of the foundations which stipulates 
that the applicant must be an American of "American 
born Parents": "We do require an applicant to offer 
proof of his parents' birthplace; but we just ask ques- 
tions and accept whatever is stated." 

It thus appears that in some cases, because of lax- 
ity in the degree of proof required, a dishonest person 
might be able to fabricate a pedigree or make false 
statements regarding parentage or family origin, and 
succeed in obtaining scholarship benefits by fraud. 
Whether this has ever happened we do not know, but the 
possibility of such an occurrence would be greatly les- 
sened if genealogists of recognized standing were em- 
ployed to examine the evidence submitted by applicants 
for scholarships involving ancestry or national origin. 


Editor's Note.—The subject of Mr. Stevenson's arti- 
cle is one about which little has appeared in print. 

As he is a lawyer of standing, we could wish he had 
commented on the legal aspects of scholarships depend- 
ing on specific ancestry or on general ancestral back- 
ground. We have in mind a recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion which ruled discriminatory a will of many years 
azo which established a private school limited to white 
boys. Possibly a bequest for the benefit of one's fu- 
ture relatives might be held valid, even though for the 
benefit of persons not in being when the will was writ- 
ten—and who might never come into being. However, in 
view of the recent decision, what would be the status, 
if challenged, of restrictions as to white men of Or- 
angeburg, S.C., or those of Scandinavian descent or of 
Polish extraction? And would not Mary Saltonstall's 
limitation of her bequest to "a dissenter," meaning a 
non-member of the English established church, hence a 
Congregationalist or Presbyterian, be considered re- 
ligious discrimination? 

The oddest restrictions are those which limit the 
benefits to those of "old Anglo-Saxon stock" and to 
descendants of "my Anglo-Saxon ancestor," for there was 
never a race called Anglo-Saxon. The early English 
belonged to a mixture of Teutonic and Scandinavian 
tribes which conquered and eventually absorbed the 
still earlier Celtic-Iberian-Roman inhabitants, and 
later were diluted by the settlement in England of Nor- 
man-French, Irish, Scotch, Welsh, Huguenot French, 
Dutch, and other strains. Presumably "English" is 
meant by the term "Anglo-Saxon."

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THE KINGSLAND FAMILY OF BARBADOS AND NEW JERSEY 
THE SHOTWELL-BURTON ALLIANCE, BARBADOS, NEW JERSEY 


By John G. Hunt, B.S.C., Arlington, Va. 


John Shotwell, son of Abraham, married 14 Oct. 1679 
Elizabeth Burton; they were the ancestors of the numer- 
ous Shotwell family of New Jersey; see the Shotwell 


Genealogy, 1895-7. 
The Fi. Orra Eugene Monnette in his First Settlers 
of Piscataway and Woodbridge, pp. 801-2, supposed that 


the above-named Elizabeth Burton was daughter of that 
John Burton who left London enroute to Barbados 20 May 
1635, aged 17, and died at Barbados, buried at Christ 
Church 13 Feb. 1678/9. Monnette's reasoning is that 
John Burton had a daughter Elizabeth because Major 
Nathaniel Kingsland, at that time of Barbados, had a 
relative, Jchn Kingsland, who settled in Bergen County, 
N.J. «...-"Major Nathaniel Kingsland," wrote Monnette, 
"never settled in New Jersey, but he had a ward or ser- 
vant, Elizabeth Burton and a lawsuit was underway when 
in 1678 she was released. Stillwell, I/224, 233,4." 
This lawsuit was after 19 June 1678. 

There is nothing whatever in the matter cited above 
which shows that John Burton had a daughter named Eliz- 
abeth; in this connection, however, the wills of John 
Burton and Nathaniel Kingsland were recently obtained 
from Barbados. They are abstracted below. 

11 Feb. 1678. I John Burton of parish of Christ 
Church, Barbados, now sick and weak...appoint my belov- 
ed wife Agnis executrix...my son Thomas and my son 
Richard....I give and bequeath unto my daughter Eliza- 
beth Burton ten acres of that land which my son John 
deceased lived upon....the other ten acres I give unto 
my daughter Ann Burton (to be delivered to said Eliza- 
beth and Ann on the day of their marriage)...I do or- 
daine my two loving friends Mr. John Ashurst and Mr. 
John Rucke overseers. The mark of John Burton. Proved 
21 Mar. 1678. [Registration Office, Barbados, 9/414.) 

The John Ashurst mentioned above made his will 7 
Apr. 1688, proved 6 Aug. 1688; he called himself Plan- 
ter, of parish of St. Michael, Barbados, and named his 
wife Joan, sons Benjamin and George Ashurst, grand- 
daughters Joan Howard and Alice Ashurst. 

14 Mar. 1685. Nathaniel Kingsland of parish of 
Christ Church, Barbados, Esq., I give and bequeath 
unto my nephew Isaac Kingsland and his heirs for ever 
the one third part of my plantation in New Jearsie near 
to New York...the other two thirds of my said estate in 
New Jearsie I bequeath to all my sons and daughters and 
their heirs for ever, that is to say: 


KINGSLAND AND SHOTWELL-BURTON 


To my sons John Kingsland, Nathall Kingsland, my 
daughter Issabella Harding wife of Henry Harding, my 
daughter Carralyna wife of John Barrow, Junior, my 
daughter Mary Walley wife of William Walley, Esqr., and 
my daughter Hester Applewhaite wife of Henry Apple- 
whaite, Esqr. 

My wife, Mrs. Mary Kingsland. Proved 1 Apr. 1685. 
(Registration Office, Barbados, 40/122.) 

The will of the relict, Mary Kingsland, 5 Dec. 1693, 
proved 17 July 1694, names her daughter, Mrs. Hester 
Applewhite, wife to Henry applewhite, esqr., but no 
other children. It appears from tnis that Mary may 
have beer the final wife of Nathaniel Kingsland ana aot 
the mother of the other children; though it is possible 
that after her husvand's death she lived with the daugh 
ter Hester and therefore made her the heir. The execu- 
tor of this will was Charles Buckworth or Bucknorth. 

On 6 Oct. 1682 Robert Kingsland of the parish of St. 
Georges in Barbados, gent., made his will in which he 
stated that his wife Martha was with child "at my now 
goeing off this Island.....my son Nathaniel Kingsland 
«+-when he shall arrive at eighteen years of age.... 
my brother John Kingsland..." Witnessed by Henry Hard- 
ing, George Mason, and others including Mr. Emmanuel 
Mandeville. Proved 28 June 1683. 

Robert Kingsland died some two years before Nathan- 
iel and may have been a son, since he named a son Nath- 
aniel, mentioned his brother John Kingsland, and Henry 
Harding [who thus would have been a brother-inlaw] wit- 
nessed his will. In that event, Robert's son Nathaniel 
may have died young, and the posthumous child may have 
been the Isaac named as "nephew" (an old term for grand- 
child) in the 1685 will of Nathaniel cited above, for 
it seems a little unlikely that an actual nephew in the 
modern sense would have been dealt with so generously. 

These are speculations which must await further evi- 
dence. It is proved at any rate that John Burton did 
have a daughter Elizabeth, and that the Kingslands of 
Barbados had property in New Jersey. 


Note: Since the above was prepared, Mr. Hunt in- 
forms us that the cited will of Nathaniel Kingsland re- 
fers to his son Nathaniel as under age; and contains 
also a bequest to "my grand sonn Nathli Kingsland, sonn 
of my son Robert Kingsland Deceased," of £250 when he 
attains 21 years. This proves the above suggestion 
that Robert was son of Nathaniel; but since the testa- 
tor uses here the term "grandson," the nephew Isaac was 
probably an actual nephew in the modern sense of the 
term. 
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GALLUP ORIGIN IN ENGLAND 
By John Dorrance Morrell, A.B., M.L.S., Brooklyn, N.Y. 


The following statement is made in The Genealogical 
History of the Gallup Family in the United States..... 
by John Douglass Gallup (Hartford, Conn., 1593), p. 17: 

"John Gallop, the ancestor of most of the families 
of that name in this country, came to America from the 
ri ay of Mosterne, County Dorset, England, in the year 
1630. 

"He was son of John Gollop, who married Crabbe, 
who was son of ‘Thomas and Agnes (Watkins) Gollop, of 
North Bowood and Strode, and whose descendants still 
own and occupy the manors of Strode. 

"He was thirty-three years old at the time of the 
visitation of Dorset, 1623. 

"He married Christobel, whose full name does not ap- 
pear, and careful research has failed to discover it. 

"He sailed from Plymouth, England, March 20, 1630, 
in the ship Mary and John, arriving at Nantasket, now 
Hull, May 30th. His wife and children followed in 
1633." Four children came to Massachusetts: John, 
Joan, Samuel, and Nathaniel. John Gallup died in Bos- 
ton, Jan. 11, 1650, and his widow, Christobel, died 
there, Sept. 27, 1655. 


There appears to be no positive evidence that John 
Gallup was a grandson of Thomas Gollop, of North Bowood 
and Strode. The History and Antiquity of the Count 
of Dorset...., by John Sutchine Vol. I (London, 1774), 
p. Oo, says that of the six sons of Thomas Gollop, of 
North Bowood and Temple, gent., who died 7 April 1610, 
the fourth son was "John, who had issue by a daughter 
of Crabb, Thomas, of Mosterne." The 1623 Visita- 
tion of Dorset states that John was the third son of 
Thomas and that he had a son John of Masterne, aged 33. 
The first eight editions of Burke's Landed Gentry con- 
tain the lineage of this Gollop family also. 

It would seem that the compiler of the Gallup gene- 
alogy assumed that this was the only family of the name 
in Dorset and that John Gallup (aged 33 in 1623) was of 
a right age to be the emigrant ancestor and must there- 
fore be he. 

There are, however, a number of Gollop or Gallop 
families in Dorset and the adjoining county of Somer- 
set. Large families were at Stoke Abbott, Netherbury 
and Beaminster in Dorset. More extended research in 
this area may bring the parentage of John Gallup to 
light. 

A manuscript copy of the registers of St. Mary's 
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Bridport, Dorset, which begin in the year 1600, is at 
the Society of Genealogists, 37 Harrington Gardens, 
London, S.W. 7. This contains the following records:

Thus, the emigrant would appear to have resided at 
Bridport, Dorset, and not at Mosterne, prior to coming 
to Massachusetts. Christabell is the only person sur- 
named Brushett as yet found in Bridport or the surround 
ing area during this period. Consequently, there is 
no clue as to her parentage. The name Christabell was 
not very commonly met with at this time. It is said to 
have become current in Yorkshire during the middle of 
the sixteenth century and this may be a clue to her 
origin.

THE PIGG OR PIDGE FAMILY 
IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA 


By Waldo Chamberlain Sprague, A.B., Wollaston, Mass. 


The emigrant ancestor of this family to America, 
Thomas Pigg or, as the name soon began to be called 
here, Pidge, came with others from County Essex, Eng- 
land, to Roxbury, Mass., in 1633, when he was a member 
of the church there. Rev. John Eliot, the Roxbury min- 
ister, calls him a "Godly, Christian man." He was made 
a freeman of the Colony, 14 May 1634. His descendants 
are not numerous and the family has received scant at- 
tention from genealogists. The author, being a descen- 
dant, became interested when he found the name in Eng- 
land in the summer of 1958. 

The publication in 1958 of an index to Essex County 
wills before 1620, edited by Mr. F. G. Emmison, the 
County Archivist, has given a great boost to searchers 
both there and here, as so many of our New England set- 
tlers came from East Anglia. The wills themselves were 
moved in 1955 from London to Chelmsford, where they can 
readily be consulted at the Record Office. 

The earliest Pigg will found was that of John Pigg 
of Widdington [Bishop of London's Commissary for Essex 
and Herts.}j}. An abstract follows. 

In the name of God, Amen, in the year 1547 I Jhon 
Pygge of Widington. To Wlmi my sonne the lesse of iiii 
acres of land, also my house in [undeciphered]}. To 
Thomas my sonne all the reserve of my free lands. To 
Margerie my daughter £3/6/8, part of it at her marriage 
and a bed. To Alis the daughter of my daughter Kater- 
ine. To Katerine my daughter a bedde. To Jhon my 
sonne. Rest to all the children equally. Sons John 
and William executors. 

As the oS age registers of the parish of Widdington 
begin in 1666, it is hopeless to find records of the 
family there. So we must depend on wills, which in 
this case are clear and unmistakable. [I find no will 
for Thomas, but both William and John, the other sons 
of the foregoing John, left wills. Abstracts of them 
follow, and below them the will of William's son Nicho- 
las. 

In the name of God, Amen, etc. the xxii day of May 
1592...-I William Pigge thelder of Newport Pond in Co. 
of Essex, yeoman. To Edith my wife all that my mes- 
suage or tent® wherein I now dwell with all houses etc. 
lying in Newport Pond and Widdington or elsewhere in 
Essex for life and at her decease the lands to my son 
William Pigg and his heirs in Widdington. Rest to 
Nycholas my son. William to pay Anne my daughter the 
wife of Robert Howland or to her assigns. To son Nich- 
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Olas all my right in Culvers Croft holden of Thomas 
Pigge my brother. After my wife's decease, to Margaret 
my daughter, etc. Wife Edith and son William executors. 

Will of John Pigge, 1597. In the name of God Amen 
the 27th day of Aprill 1597 I John Pigge of Newport 
Pond in Co. Essex, yeoman. To be buried in the church- 
yard of Widdington. To the poor of Widdington and New- 
port Pond. To Mary my wife for life the house I dwell 
in in Newport Pond and lands in Widdington. At her de- 
cease to William my son and his heirs and for lack of 
heirs to my right heirs, they to pay my daughter Anne 
Plummer's children to wit, Thomas, Mary, Elizabeth, 
Agnes, Edward, George, Margaret, and Margery Plummer 
£5 each, and to every of my daughter Johane Germain's 
children to witt, Agnes, Mary, and John Germain £5. 
Wife Mary sole executor. Signed John Pigge. 

Will of Nicholas Pigg dated lst day of May 1603. I 
Nicholas Pigg of Newport, taylor. To Johne [Johanne] my 
wife my lands after the decease of Edyth Pigg my moth- 
er. To Richard Pigg and John Pigg my sons the house 
wherein I now dwell with all barns, to be equally div- 
ided. To Thomas Pigg one other of my sons land between 
the land of George Harris etc. To my two daughters Ann 
and Ellen two acres of arable. To son Thomas land 
which is mortgaged to Margaret Write spinster for £10. 
Richard and John to bring up my children Ann, Ellen, 
and Thomas to full age of 21 provided my mother Edyth 
Pigg must have all said premises for life. Richard and 
stan executors. Signed Nicholas Pigg. Probated 29 May 
1603. 

As there was no other family of this name in Essex 
probates, we can feel quite sure that the Jhomas above 
who was a minor in 1603 was he who married in 1619 and 
came to America. 


1. Thomast Pigge, son of Nicholas, grandson of Wil- 
liam, and great-grandson of the first John named above, 
married at Saffron Walden, co. Essex, 1 Nov. 1619, Mary 
or Mercy Sothy, "daughter of Richard" according to the 
register. Richard Sothy and Mary Bentley were married 
at Debden, co. Essex, in 1595, as shown in the Boyd 
Marriage Index. Four children of Thomas are of record 
at Saffron Walden before the emigration to New England. 

"Thomas Pigg, householder, buried 30 December 16) 3" 
at Roxbury, says the record there. His widow Mary mar- 
ried second, 13 Aug. 1645, at Dedham, Michael! Metcalf 
as his second wife. There were Metcalfs in the Saffron 
Walden parish register, suggesting acquaintance in Eng- 
land. 

The will of Thomas Pig was recorded 14/7/1644, as 
testified by Giles Payson and Robert Williams before 
Mr. Winthrope Gov. and Mr. Nowell 12/7/1644. He gave 
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his son Thomas Pig the house, etc., the latter to pay 
his brother John £10, half at age 21; also to Thomas 
other land, he paying his sister Hany Pigg £6 half a 
year after his mother's death. To daughter Saray and 
daughter Mathew [Martha] land at Pig's Hill, ete. To 
daughter Mary his allotment in the thousand acres at 
Dedham. His wife to have all so long as she lives, to 
bring up his children. [Suffolk Probate, 1:33.] 
Children of Thomas and Mary Pigge: 


Mary, b. ca. 1620-3 m. ca. 1642 at Roxbury, Nicholas 
Wood of Dorchester and Natick (now Sherborn). He was 
in Dorchester by 1638, but was a member of the church 
at Braintree (now Quincy) as he was south of Neponset 
River ona farm belonging to John Glover, whose in- 
ventory in 1653 included "a farm in Dorchester behind 
Neponset now in the occupation of Nicholas Wood." 

The Roxbury Church record states "Mary Wood, Sarah 
Wood, twins, daughters of Wood of the church of 
Braintree who married our brother Pigs daughter and 
she lying in childbed in this town, they were bap- 
tized here by communion of churches" 25 Dec. 162. 
Mary (Pidge) Wood died 19 Feb. 1663 at now Sherborn 
(Medfield V.R.). 

Ann, buried 9 Mar. 1626/7 at Saffron Walden, co. Essex. 

Sarah, bapt. 30 Nov. 1626 at Saffron Walden; buried 26 
Aug. 1629.

The Wife of Nicholas Wood 
An Editorial Note 


Under Nicholas Wood, Savage states that he married 
"Mary, d. of Robert Williams of Roxbury, as Mr. Clapp 
assures me." Under Robert Williams, he says, "His eld- 
est d. Mary m. Nicholas Wood." But under Thomas Pigg 
(vol. 3, pe 435) he refers to Pigg's will which gave 
among others to "d. Mary, w. I think of Nicholas Wood." 

The old Robert Williams Genealogy, probably follow- 
ing Savage, gives Robert Williams a daughter Mary, m. 
Nicholas Wood, and this was repeated in the New England 
Hist. & Gen. Register, 34: 69. But in the same me periodi- 
cal, Sy:e2co, and in the N.Y. Gen. & Biog. Record, 43: 
292, there are statements about the fam Tly o or Robert 
Williams of Roxbury according to which he had but two 
daughters, specifically named, and no daughter Mary is 
included. The earlier statement (Register, 54:226) was 
clearly by an informed person who quoted records ob- 
tained from England. 

The Roxbury Church records in the item cited by Mr. 
Sprague (supra, p. 112) prove that Mary (Pigg) Wood was 
mother of the two girls she had baptized there, and 
these two daughters were named with other children in 
the will of Nicholas Wood. 

The Williams misstatement has been often repeated, 
and Mary's name has even been corrupted to Wilkes (see 
ane Morse Genealogy, 1903, Samuel Morse section, p. 22). 

Sprague in correspondence indicated that he is fam- 
iiier with the Williams and Wilkes misstatements as to 
the maiden name of Nicholas Wood's wife and repudiates 
them in favor of her proved Pigg identity.

POTTER AND ROBINSON, VIRGINIA 


Col. Cuthbert Potter of Lancaster County, Va., in 
1656, died in Barbados. His will, dated in June 1691, 
was proved in the same month, it is said, and is on 
file in Middlesex Co., Va., and bears a legible heral- 
dic seal. In 1690 he was sent by the government of 
Virginia to New England to observe conditions there and 
to report thereon. He was closely associated with Col. 
Christopher Robinson, whose mother Elizabeth was daugh- 
ter of Christopher Potter of Cleasby, Yorkshire, Eng- 
land. (William and Mary Quarterly, lst ser., 18:190, 
191, 193; Virginia Magazine of Hist. & Biog., 15:4y5; 
252141.) 

The will of Christopher Potter of Cleasby was proved 
6 July 1642 in the archdiaconal court of Richmond, co. 
Yorks. (information from the Librarian, City Library, 
Leeds, Yorkshire]. 

"Cuthbert Potter, son of Christopher Potter, late of 
Cleasby, Yorks., yeoman, dec'd" was indentured to Ber- 
tram Anderson in March 1642. In Oct. 1642 @ note re 
him stated: "departed his master's service." [Surtees 
Soc. Publications, vol. 101, "Newcastle Merchant Adven- 
turers," p. 260.) In 1644 Cuthbert Potter was of Con- 
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iscliff, Durham, just across the river Tees from Cleas- 
by. [Ibid., vol. 135.] 

There can be little doubt that this young Cuthbert 
grew upto be the Colonel of the same name who lived in 
Virginia, and that he was uncle to Christopher Robinson, 


supra. 
EDWARD SPALDING, CHELMSFORD, MASS. 


Edward Spalding of Chelmsford, Mass., is said to 
have come to Virginia in 1619 as one of tne company 
brought to that Colony when Sir George Yeardley return- 
ed to Virginia from London [Spalding Memorial, 1897, by 
C. W. Spalding.) 

In the Farwell Genealogy (1929) it is shown that Ed- 
ward Spalding was of James City, Virginia, with wife 
and children, in Feb. 1623, and in the New England An- 
cestry of Dana Converse Backus it is shown that Edward 
Spalding first appears in New England records in May 
1640 at Braintree, Mass. 

Sir George Yeardley was son of Ralf Yeardley, mer- 
chant taylor of London, and had a brother Ralf who was 
a London apothecary (Dict. of National Biography). As 
Governor George Yeardley was a native of London, it 
would have been natural for him to take to Virginia on 
his return there in 16019 other natives or inhabitants 
of London. For that reason it is significant that Lon- 
don parish registers include the following entries from 
two neighboring parishes: 

At St. Peter's Cornhill: 

Christened Sonday, 13 Sep. 15960, Edward, son of 
Willfred Spalding, cutler, child born 4 Sep. 
Friday. 

Christened Sunday, Oct. 30, 1597, Anne, da. of 
Willfred Spalding, cutter [sic], born in Randol- 
les house sexton, the 3 of Oct. Monday. 

Christened Sunday, July 30, 1592, Willfred Spal- 
ding son of Willfred Spalding, cutter, ch. born 
22 July, Sat. 

At St. Olave's, Hart Street: 

Buried Sep. 1, 1603, Willifrie, son of Willfrie 
Spalding. 

Buried Sep. 6, 1603, Anne, wife of Willfrie Spal- 
ding and her child, newborn and unbaptized. 

Some of the cutlers of London came from Essex, and 
it therefore may be more than coincidence that we find 
in St. James, Colchester, there was living one Edward 
Spalding, whose will was proved in 1608 (original now 
in Essex Record Office, Chelmsford, England). 

I have found nothing further about the Edward Spal- 
ding born in 1596, but he would have been 23 years old 
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in 1619 when the American settler came to the New World 
and the possibility of identity is obvious. 


ROBERT HUSTED AND ANDREW HALLETT 


Robert Husted and Andrew Hallet sailed to New Eng- 
land from Weymouth, Dorset, 20 March 1635/6 with Rich- 
ard Wede of Simsbury [Somerset and Dorset Notes and 

ueries, 12:290]. Hallett was baptized at Simsbury 19 
May 1507, son of Androwe Hallett and Beatrice Knote, 
his wife, who were married at Simsbury 18 Dec. 1598 
{ibid.]. 

As for Robert Husted, he may well have been the Rob- 
ert "Hewste" who lived at Pilsden, less than five miles 
north of Simsbury, who is listed in 1628 in the Dorset 
Subsidy Roll, a copy of which is in the Banks MSS in 
the Rare Book Room, Library of Congress. 


PETERS, PENNSYLVANIA 


[The will of Edward Peters of the City of Bristoll, 
23 Oct. 1724, proved 25 Feb. 1735 by Elizabeth Peters, 
the surviving exor. named in the will [P.C,C, 35 Ducie 
(1735)]. “Being now bound on a voyage to parts beyond 
the Seas....To my Mother Elizabeth Peters of the City 
of Bristoll afsd., Widow, £50 in money & the house in 
which she now lives in the Old Market Street in Bris- 
toll....also those 2 Messuages or Tenements [etc.} in 
the said Old Market Place or Street in the par: of St. 
Phillip & Jacob...now, or late, occupied by Abraham 
Page & the widow Byam....Also aj! that Vault, Cellar 
Warehouse & Loft...in or near Leonard's Lane, par: of 
St. Leonards in the afsd. City of Bristoll....for the 
term of her life. To my Brother Warren Peters after 
my Mother's death, all the sd. several Messuages (etc. ]. 
And to my sd. Brother after my death all those my sev- 
eral messuages [etc.] in Old Market Place or Street 
afsd. & in the back lane in the sd. par: of St. Philip 
& Jacob, now or late occupied in the several tenures of 
Richard Cowing, Francis Mountain, Thomas Dixon & Sarah 
Peters...And also all that my Tract of land in the 
Province of Pennsylvania in America containing by Esti- 
mation 500 acres all Bdilfices & Structures thereon..." 

Another messuage is given to the brother; but if he 
die before the mother, then all to her and at her death 
to "my Cozen James Peters, gent., son of my Uncle John 
Peters, pewterer, decd.," he to pay £50 to his sister 
Sarah Peters, spinster, and £50 to "my Cozen" Susan 
Tilly, widow. Executors, the mother and brother. 

We have not ascertained whether members of the fam- 
ily settled in Pennsylvania or sold the land to others. 


RECENT BOOKS 


THE RHODES FAMILY IN AMERICA. Compiled by Howard J. 
Rhodes. Greenwich Book Publishers, New York 17, N.Y., 
1959. Cloth, 525 p. Indexed. 

The main part of this book (pp. 38-340) relates to 
John Rhodes, born 1747, lived in Tyringham and Great 
Barrington, Mass., died at Fowler, Ohio, 1819, and his 
descendants, who are very completely traced on male and 
female lines. Good documentation is included relating 
to the career of this John Rhodes, whose ancestry is as 
yet unknown. 

The earlier pages give a little information about 
families of the name in England and a great deal about 
settlers of the name in this country. The last hundred 
pages are devoted to various allied families. The 
longest account deals with the Botts family of Stafford 
County, Va., and, being based on a large amount of re- 
search, is well done. The account of the Waterhouse 
family is satisfactory for the branch covered. The 
immediate family of Samuel Graves (ca. 1718-1794) of 
Guilford, Conn., and Tyringham and Lee, Mass., is well 
covered, but it is rather surprising that his parentage 
and ancestry were not ascertained. There are several 
grievous errors in the account of Matthew-+ Beckwith's 
family (on p. 360; see The American Genealogist, 21: 
259-265); and the sketches of Hull and Stevens of Kil- 
lingworth, Conn. (pp. 347-352) are meagre and not en- 
tirely correct. 

Aside from the inclusion of a few allied families 
on which insufficient research had been done, this is 
a very fine book and the kKhodes and Botts sections 
which form the bulk of it are excellent.

The compiler's grandfather, Adam Kiehl (1842-1903) 
of Otisco, N.Y., was from Germany and has not been 
traced beyond his father, and on the maternal (Grin- 
nell) side only a few of the families have been traced 
as yet.

WELLER NOTES 


By John Insley Coddington, F.A.S.G., of Bordentown, N.J. 


Reference is made to my article, "Weller Notes," in 
The American Genealogist, 26:248-256; 27:26-31, 192. In 
This article considerable information was presented on 
the Weller family of Cranbrook, co. Kent, England, and 
neighboring localities. I should now like to draw at- 
tention to another article on the Wellers of Cranbrook 
and their descendants, which has just come to my atten- 
tion. It is entitled "Papers relating to proceedings 
in the County of Kent, 1642-46," in The Camden Miscel- 
lany, vol. 3 (Camden Society Publ., No. LXI, 1855), pp. 
i-vii, 1-68, of which pp. i-vii consists of an account 
of the family of Weller of Cranbrook and Tonbridge, co. 
Kent, descended from Alexander Weller of Cranbrook (who 
d. 26 June 1596) and his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Jervis Dence (for whom see The American Genealogist, 
26:250-1; 27:28, 30). Thomas Weller of Tonbridge (1602- 
1670), grandson of Alexander Weller of Cranbrook, is 
the man whose papers covering the years 1642-6 are 
printed by the Camden Society in the volume cited above,

THOMAS BROWNELL OF PORTSMOUTH, R.I. 


By Waldo Chamberlain Sprague, A.B., Wollaston, Mass. 


In the New England Hist. and Gen. Register, 4YO:454-5 
(published in T8027, an abstract was given of the will 
of Thomas Wilson the elder, "sometimes citizen and 
clothworker of London but now resident at Ryecroft in 
the parish at Rawmarsh and county of York," dated 25 
Feb. 1657, proved 14 Feb. 1658 [1658/9]. In addition 
to providing for his immediate family, he gave legacies 
to numerous relatives, including £20 to "my cousin 
George Brownell of London," and £20 to "my cousin Thom- 
as Brownell of Portsmouth, Rhode Island in New England 
and to his children." With this elue in print for so 
many years, it is surprising that no one seems to have 
followed it up until I did so last summer in England. 

The Boyd Marriage Index at the Society of Genealo- 
gists in London states that Robert Brownell married 
Mary Wilson in 1605 at Sheffield, co. York. There is 
also in London a copy of the parish register of Raw- 
marsh, co. York, from which I made the following ex- 
tracts. This register is peculiar in that like the one 
of Thornbury, co. Gloucester, where the American family 
of Thayer originated, the names of the parents are not 
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given, only the sponsors or godparents being named. 
Baptisms from parish register of Rawmarsh, co. York: 


23 March 1605 (1605/67) George Brownell. Sponsors: George Wayne- 
wright, Thomas Waynewright, Johanna Western. 

5 June 1608 Thomas Brownell. Sponsors: Thomas Wright, Thomas Dy- 
son, Johanes Waynewright. 

28 July 1611 Ann Brownell. Sponsors: Ant. Goodwyn, An Goodwyn, 


The implication is that the George and Thomas Brown- 
ell baptized at Rawmarsh in 1605 and 1608 respectively 
are the "cousins" [i.e. nephews} named in the will of 
Thomas Wilson of Rawmarsh in 1657, and that they (and 
Ann) were presumably children of Robert Brownell and 
Mary Wilson. Children of Thomas Brownell of Portsmouth 
were named Mary, George, and Robert. He married Anne 
Bourne 20 March 1637 at St. Benet and St. Peters, 
Paul's Wharf, London; see published register and Boston 
Transcript of 16 March 1940. = a 

Austin's Gen. Dict. of Rhode Island gives nothing on 
Thomas Brownell until he had been in Portsmouth for 
some time. He was in Braintree (Mt. Wollaston), Mass., 
by 1640. Thomas Brownell, planter, sold a house and 
land there to Deodatus Curtis [Lechford's Note Book]. 
He was in Portsmouth by 1644. 


THE MYTHICAL? SIMON MILLS OF WINDSOR 


When, in "John Brown's Body" (supra, 35:19-28) we 
represented as earliest known ancestor of one of the 
two Mills lines that Simon Mills (no. 114) who married 
at Simsbury on 23 Feb. 1659/60 Mary Buell, we did so 
advisedly. We were well aware that others have claimed 
that this man was son of another of the same name, also 
present at Windsor in the early period. 

Now we have been challenged by a correspondent, not 
to prove our own statements, but to disprove a quite 
different arrangement which we did not espouse. We are 
informed that the putative father came from Yorkshire 
and sojourned at Salem and Dorchester, Mass., before 
moving to Connecticut; that on 1 Oct. 1632 he married, 
where we are nottold, a woman whose full name is given, 
and that she died, presumably at Windsor, 16 Sept.1637; 
and that he died there in 1670. Furthermore, according 
to our correspondent, this "father" was the one who 
married at Windsor, 18 Oct. 1639, a woman recorded only 
as "Jone," whereas we had supposed that this was the 
first known marriage of the later husband of Mary Buell, 
whom we marked in the cited article as a second wife. 
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We have found no clue that points to any English 
county as the place of origin; our search for Simon 
Mills in both Salem and Dorchester has failed; we have 
located no marriage on 1 Oct. 1632 of any Simon Mills 
to any woman anywhere; likewise, we have found no rec- 
ord of the death of the said wife, or of her husband in 
1670. We feel entitled to ask that proponents of the 
theory that there were two Simon Mills present at Wind- 
sor and Simsbury should cite the primary evidence for 
the above allegations. 

We are ourselves in complete agreement with the ac- 
count of the Mills family by the distinguished genealo- 
gist, Frank Farnsworth Starr, printed in his Goodwin- 
Morgan Ancestral Lines (Hartford 1915), 1:111-122, the 
best study of the first two generations yet to be pub- 
lished. Mr. Starr thoroughly covered at first hand the 
land, probate and church records of the region, but 
found nothing to show more than one man of the name at 
the period in question. He particularly found no in- 
stance of the name Simon Mills coupled with either Sr. 
or Jr., as we should have expected, had there been a 
father and son with the same name present contemporane- 
ously at Windsor and Simsbury. 

It must be admitted that Simon Mills, whether father 
or son, was without issue by his wife Jone for a period 
of nearly twenty years. A year before her death at 
Windsor on 5 July 1659, she was a patient of John Win- 
throp and appears in his medical journal in 1658 (p. 
447) as "Simon Mills his wife about 69 years," which 
puts her birth ca. 1590. If he were the same age as 
his wife, then he would have been about fifty when he 
married her, seventy when she died, and not likely to 
procreate a family by a second wife, however young. 

But if Simon Mills were many years younger than his 
wife Jone, her childlessness would be explained, and if 
he were in middle age youthful and vigorous, it is pos- 
sible that he could then have had a family. Simon 
Mills and Mary Buell had eleven children, the youngest 
born ca. 1678 (see Starr, op. cit.). Mary Buell was 
born 3 Sept. 1642 and was thus only seventeen when she 
married, and not more than thirty-six when her last 
child was born. 

It is our opinion that there was but one Simon Mills 
involved in these records; that when a young man he 
married a woman much older than he; that thus he was 
childless until his second marriage. We can cite from 
personal knowledge a man who at 19 married a woman 20 
years older and remained childless through 15 years of 
marriage, and another man who remained childless through 
a first marriage of 23 years and then had issue by a 
second wife.
